Austin requires landscaping of commercial sites for aesthetics, buffering,
screening, and urban heat island abatement. This landscaping is traditionally
curbed off from surrounding pavement and relies heavily on potable water
irrigation to survive. Meanwhile, rainfall running off parking lots and rooftops is
directed to storm drains and structural controls, bypassing the landscaping
completely. There is a significant opportunity to bridge this existing divide by
using rainwater more wisely on-site to conserve potable water, enhance water
quality, and sustain the health of these urban landscapes.
